A BIG AND ENTHUSIASTIC HOME-RULE 
MEETING AT ST. JAMES HALL. 


The Congratulatery Message to Gladstone— 
Sir Michael Hicks Beach’s Speech at Bris- 
tol—The Campaign in England—Arrival of 
the American Grocers’ Excursion at Bre- 
men—Fereign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, Jane %.—What was probably the 
most enthusiastic meeting yet held in favor of 
home rule, outside of Gladstone's own gath- 
erings in the North, convened at St. James 
Halb last night. Parnell was absent, bat was 
ably represented by Sexton, who was here in 
better form. Every inch of the hall was 
crowded to overfiowing. OChamberlain's name 
was received with groans and hisses. The 
effect on the audience was like shaking a red 
rag at a bull. The audience was comprised of 
all classes, from peer, peasant, clerk, clergy- 
man, minister, mechanic, the woman of 
society and woman of the people. Many 
Irishmen were present. Sexton’s explana- 
tion of the Parneli-Carmarvon interview 
created immense interest, the chief event 
being, however, the reading ofa telegram to 
Howarden by Lord Saudh urst, who presided, 
informing Gladstone of the enthusiastio unan- 
imity of the gathering. The exclamation from 
some one: The old man will sleep well 
when he gets that, expresses the 
general sentiment of the audience. 
The only other important piece of political 
news this morning is Bright’s letter to Caine. 
If the election is lost by Gladstone it will be 
primarily due to Bright’s hostility. Bright 
commends Caine’s honesty tS the electors of 
Barrow. If any politician has faced both ways 
inthe present struggle it is Chamberiain’s 
whip, this Mr. Caine. 


The Grocers’ Excursion. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
BREMEN, June &.—The Elbe, with the ex- 
cursion party of American grocers, arrived 
here Tuesday. A very hospitable reception 
was given to the excursionists. The United 
States Consul, Mr. Albert Loening, with a 
committee, on the small steamboat Roland, 
met the Elbe at Bremerhaven. All the villages 
along the Wesser displayed American flags, 
and a great crowd of people were at the bridge 
to welcome the exocursionists. In an enter- 
tainment Tuesday evening at the Rathskeller, 
toasts were drunk to the guests, to ‘‘American 
Women,’’ ‘‘Manufacturers,’’ ‘‘Art,’’ ‘‘The 
City of Brooklyn’’ and to President Cleve- 
lang. 


England. 


Loyrpoy, June %.—Sir Michael Hicks*Beach, 
speaking at Bristol last night, said there was 
an unmistakable similitude between Mr. Glad- 
stone’s proposal for the disestablishment of 
the Irish Church and his present home-rule 
proposal. In both cases he bas taken sudden 
action in order to place himself in office. In 
November last he asked the country to make 
him independent of the Parnellites, yet he 
took office as the slave of Parnell. Never had 
there been a more disgraceful surrender. 

Mr. Sexton, im his speech at St. James’ 
Hall yesterday, said that the Irish 
could secure fifteen seats in the metrop- 
olis and that that namber would be sufficient 
to counteract the majority of thirty against 
Mr. Gladstone. The opponents of Mr. Glad - 
stone’s Irish bill, not having tie courage to 
face the principle of home rule, strove to hide 
itin a wilderness of details. Their criticisms 
rested upon the assumption that Great Britain 
was peopled with the lame and that the inhab- 
itants of Ireland were blind; that a nation that 
had carried her flag to the ends of the earth 
was too feeble to protect herself from an 
island at her door, and that the people of Ire- 
land were rash enough to walk totheir own 
destruction. A resolutionin favor of home 
rule was carried with only one dissentient 
voice. Alarge proportion of the audience 
were Irish. Several Parnellite members of 
Parliament were present. Baron Wolverton, 
Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary 
Bryce, Attorney-General Russel and others 
sent letters apologizing for their absence. 

GOSCHEN AT EDINBURGH. 

Mr. Goschen, speaking at Edinburgh last 
evening, said that although the Premier had 
advised them to reject him (Goschen), he be- 
lieved that those who returned him at the last 
election would not fail to do so atthe coming 
election, as he had broken no pledge and had 
retracted no opinion. Replying to a taunt 
that he had not cast a Liberal vote ina decade, 
he pointed out that he had supported the Lib- 
eral Government on many occasions. He in- 
sisted that the Irish question was not a test 
question before the Liberal party. 

SPENCER AT BRISTOL. ° 

Earl Spencer, in a speech at Bristol last 
night, said that the land bill was not a mere 
bribe or gift to the landlords, whose rights, 
however, must be considered like those of any 
other class. It was of the greatest importance 
that this question should, if possible, be set- 
tied at the same time with the home-rule bill. 
He believed that the land bill could be passed 
without cost or risk to the British tax-payers. 
It was a matter of justice that a new assembly 
in Ireland should try to set right a question 
which had been disturbing Ireland for so many 
years. Ifa Parliament were granted on the 
lines proposed a grievous blow would be 
directed against the dynamiters and Fenians. 

PLAYFAIR’S MANIFESTO. 

Sir Lyon Playfair, in his manifesto to the 
electors of Leeds, says:: The essence of 
Liberalism is to promote naticnal representa- 
tive institutions. Ireland long hag nationality 
which was suppressed. Ireland’s discontent 
is Engiand’s weakness. I ask the voters of 
Leeds to elect me to aid Mr. Gladstone’s great 
undertaking to give peace, contentment and 
prosperity to Ireland.’’ 

CHURCHILL AND PARNELL AT MANCHESTER.

DEATH OF ISAAC COOK. 


—— * 
The President of the American Wine Com- 
pany Passes Away. 

Mr. Isaac Cook, President of the American 
Wine Company of this city, died last night at 
Eureka Springs, Ark., whither he went about 
three weeks ago for the benefit of his health. 
Mr. Cook had been troubled with a serious 
affection of the biadder for a 
year or more and for that 
len of time had taken no active part in his 
business, one of the most extensive of its 
kind, by the way, inthe country. For overa 
twelvemonth Mr. Cook has been under medi- 
cal treatment for the disease of which he died. 
His wife and son attended him up to the 
moment of his death. 

During his life time Mr. Cook held man 
important positions, not the least of whic 
was the postmastership of Chicago, to which he 
was epgornced by President Pierce in the year 
1852. e was born in New Jersey, 
July 4, 1818, thus leaving him 73 
years of age at his death. As early 
as 1834 he had traveled through the South and 
West, settling afterwards in Chicago. In 1838 
he was a warm supporter of Stephen A. Doug- 
las, at t me a candidate from theSpringfield 
District. In 1862 he removed permanently 
to St. Louis. where he established on an ex- 
tensive basis the American Wine Nompany. In 
politics Mr, Cook was a Democrat.

ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND CLOSE OF 
THEIR CONVENTION TOWAY. 


Several Interesting Papers Read and Dis- 
cussed at the“ Session This Morning — 
Prizes Awarded for Best Exhibitse—Mr, 
Cramer Caned—The River Excursion. 


There is a good deal of the Bohemian in the 


average photographer. They are willing in a 
great measure to let things take care 
of themselves. In that respect they are 
truly imbued with a chief artistic 
characteristic. Their work to-day leaves but 
little to be attended to in the meetifig of to- 
morrow, and the delegates are out to play.

The third and most interesting session was 
called to order this morningin the gallery of 
the large hall by President Potter.

The unfinished business 
of yesterday was then taken up and the sub- 
ject of dry plates wasthe first on the list of 
yesterday's business.

Mr. Beckwith of Cleveland related his ex- 
perience with a stained negative, and de- 
scribed in photographic terms the manner in 
which he overcame the difficulties. 

The paper of Mr. Fred H. Wilson was next 
read on the subject: ‘‘Is Photography Art?’’ 
He started with the origin of photography, 
showing how the arts held aloof 
at the start and the new-born baby 
was xiven over to the scientists. 
He defined the difference between art and 
a purely mechanical acqnuirement; set forth 
the difficulties connected with the progress of 
photography and argued the cause ot the 
camera very strongly, giving most forcible 
reasons for classing the process of pho- 
tography with the fine arts. A vote of thanks 
wee tendered to Mr. Wilson by a unanimous 
vote. 

The Henry Anthony Memorial Committee 
was then appointed by President Potter as 
follows: M. E. Descher of Cleveland, O.; Mr. 
Courtney of Canton, O., and Chas. Smith of 
Peoria, . 

Dr. Elliott read a very interesting paper by 
Dr. Reader on the ‘‘Progross of Photo- 
graphy in Germany.’’ He gave a 
— 2 number of formulas for preparing baths 
and solutions for negatives, and explained 
new discoveries in the chemical line, showing 
that the Germans were not far behind their 
American brethren in the art of sun painting. 
A vote of thanks was tendered to Dr. Reader 
for his excellent paper, and also to Dr. Elliott 
fur the able manner in which he read it and 
pronounced the German words, 

The Uhrig's Cave management offered a re- 
duction in rates of admission to the members, 
and were tendered avote of thanks. 

A resolution was presented and adopted 
fully approving of the actions of Messrs. J. F. 
Ryder and J. H. Kent while discharging their 
duties as members of the Execative Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Joshua Smith of Chicago moved that a 
committee be appointed to incorporate the 
association in the State of Illinois. Mesars. 
Brand, Douglass and Gentile of Chicago were 
1 a committee to get the Lilinais 
charter. 

A paper by Mrs. Lockwood on the subject 
‘*Yesterday and To-Day; or, Justice to All, 
set forth the difficulties of taking pictures in 
the early days of the art and the trouble, 
dangers an hardships which had _ to 
be overcome. She traced step dy 
step the march of improvements, touching on 
the competition among the fraternity and ad- 
vocating the Gause of a universal scale of 
prices to apply to all the photographers in the 
association. A vote of thanks was tendered to 
Mrs. Lockwood. 

Mr. Cooper read a very interesting paper on 
the enlargementof photographs. The process 
Mr. Oooper illustrate is known 
as the permanent bromide process 
of photegraphic printing and enlargement. 

The subject was discussed by a number of

were all answered in a clear and satisfactory 
manner by Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Cramer tendered an invitation to visit 
his factory to-morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock, 
and the Iowa members were requested to meet 
at Dempster’s gallery to have their pictures 
taken. 

A paper on ‘‘The Business Management of a 
Photograph Gallery’’ was announced, but the 
author not being present it was nat read.

Sewart of Hartford read a paper entitled ‘‘A 
Tribute to Photography, in which he set forth 
the necessity of sticking together and to the 
art, and enlarged on the patience and untiring 
work required to attain success in 
picture taking. He also touched on the suc- 
cess of the numerous conventions, showing 
how each year the progress of the sun print- 
ing art was illustrated in the work exhibited, 
and the papers read at each meeting.

THE ATTEMPT TO ELECT A SPECIAL JUDGE 
TO TRY THEM. 


Wm. Busch, Who Is Now in New York, 
Chosen, and as a Result Nol Prosequies 
Entered — New Warrants to Issue and a 
New Judge to Be Selected. 


There was a rather interesting little scene 
enacted in the Court of Criminal Correction 
this morning. When the case of J. H. Berg- 
man, Gottlieb Jubolowsky, Martin Frank and 
Otto Fricke, the anarchists charged with 
unlawful assembly, was called Tues- 
day afternoon, Mr. James J. McBride, 
their attorney, asked for a special Judge in 
the case, and produced the affidavits of the 
defendants anda couple of others, in which 
they stated that they considered Judge Noonan 
prejudiced against them. Judge Noonan stated 
that he would call a meeting of the bar 
for to-day to elect a special judge. When the 
the matter came up this morning there was a 
goodly array of small-fry lawyers present, and 
it looked as if some job was on hand, or a- 
least Judge Noonan on sizing up the gathert 
ing gave it as his opinion that there was. 

When nominations were called for C. B. 
Smythe named Wm. Busch and C. Otto placed 
in nomination Wm. P. Bentley. A vote was 
then taken, resulting in the choice of Busch by 
a vote of 12 to 7. Those voting for 
him were Wm. P. Bentley, his opponent, 
L. A. McGinness, Tom Morris, 
John M. Young,C. B. Smythe, N. O. Olaiborne, 
J. OC. Kenealy, Jeff D. Storts, Henry Wamhoff, 
Charles Donahue, James Ames and Joseph G. 
Lodge. The seven men voting for Bentley 


were: Thomas B. Harvey, M. J. Sullivan, John 
I. Martin, Joseph Furling, C. Otto, H. G. 
Parker, and I. H. Orr. 
MR. BUSCH 

was, of course, declared elected, and the faces 
of the defendants and their attorney were 
suffused with smiles. Busch is a man of So- 
cialistic tendencies and when here used to 
lecture reguiarly before the Socialists, but he 
has not been in the city for months past. 
Some of the attorneys who voted for him were 
not aware of his prejudices in favor of 
Socialism or his absence from the re and 
Mr. Lodge voted for him witnout even know- 
ing what case he was to sit in. His election 
was quite a blow to the State, and about fif- 
teen minutes after the result of the election 
had been announced Judge No nan said: 

The statute in relation to the election of a 
special judge requires that the person selected 
to hear and try the cause shall, immediately 
after his election, qualify. It has come tomy 
knowledge that the gentieman who has 
elected has been 
for a mae time past absent 
from the icity. 1 shall therefore 
make an order to the effect that at 6 p. m. 
to-day, in accordance with the statute, a new 
election be held at that time, and I request the 
members of the bar now present, as well as 
the officers of the court, to notify as many at- 
torneys as possible of the time set for this 
election.’’ 

Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne arose and 
said: In the case of Bergman, Jubolowsky, 
Frank and Fricke an election for special 
judge has just been held.

This shows how the pensions of sol- 
diers’ wi@ows may run fora hundred years 
after the war on account of which such pen- 
sions are granted. We have paid $800,000,-

the mark. Persistent efforts to greatly 
enlarge the list of pensioners must be met 
and stopped somewheré, or the pension- 
paying capacity of our Government will 
soon be pre-empted and mortgaged for 
several generations to come.

The curse of city politics, the crime 
and the shame of it all, is not that one 
ward has 300 voters and another 3,000, but 
that no ward has any voters whose votes 
are counted and made effective against 
the frauds of the men whom the Posr-

TRUCKLING TO ROYALTY. 

While republicanism in France pays 
royalty the compliment of fear and ostra- 
cism, there is in republicam America a 
great deal of that sentiment which 
‘“*dearly loves a lord,“ and which stands 
ready to extend its respectful homage to 
Jes rois en exil.“ 

We can appreciate the feeling which 


prompted the fellow-soldiers and personal, 


friends of the Comte de Paris to assure him 
of a welcome in this country, although their 
letter was singularly inappropriate. It is 
also easy to understand why Mr. BARNUM 
should beready to find a place forthe exiles 
in his gigantic aggregation of celebrities. 
But it is not easy to understand why any 
one else in this country should care what 
becomes of a lot of strangers who have 
always shown their chief ability in taking 
care of themselves. ‘ 

But the truth of the matter is that the 
people who control fashionable society in 
this country stand ready to bow before 
anything that bears a title, with all the 
obsequiousness of the gentlemen of Japan 
before the Mikado’s daughter-in-law 
elect. No matter what the thing is, no mat- 
ter how worthless personally, nor how 
odious historically, let it call itself Count, 
or Duke, or Lord, and down society goes 
on its knees before it. 

That any such feeling should exist at all 
in this country is strange; that the feeling 
should be as strong as it is, is, all cir- 
oumstances considered, most wonderful.

SPAIN AND CUBA. 

The almost unanimous declaration of the 
Spanish Cortes that Spain would never 
grant home rule to Cuba was entirely 
superfluous. Nobody outside of Cuba 
ever supposed Spain capable of dealing 
with that island otherwise than as she has 
dealt with all the rich dependencies she 
has lost, or of conceding anything to 
Cuba until compelled to concede her 
separate independence, Spain clings to 
Cuba as ‘‘the brightest remaining jewel 
of her crown,” and this figurative 
language of her statesmen, plainly 
translated, means that Cuba is the princi- 
pal and indispensable reliance of the 
Spanish exchequer. Without the revenues 
extorted from Cuban commerce and pro- 
duction, and without a monopoly of Cuba’s 
markets, the trade and the Treasury of 
Spain would soon languish into utter 
bankruptcy. The wonderful wealth-pro- 
ducing resources of the island have sur- 
vived even Spanish rapacity; sur- 
vived the burden of enormous import 
and export taxes, and Ouba is to- 
day the most conspicuous, if not the last, 
case on earth of a rich and populous coun- 
try held by an alien and distant Govern- 
ment, and governed avowedly for tribute 
and for tribute only. Spanish rule has 
barely avoided killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg, and for this mercy 
only is Cuba indebted to Spain. The 
whole object of Spanish rule bas 
been to extort from the Cuban 
people by every device of ingenious 
rapacity, all the. wealth they could 
spare and live, and to carry it away re- 
gardiess even of the greater profit which 
a wiser and more liberal owner would have 
sought and might have found in a policy 
tending to develop the island’s resources 
and productiveness. The declaration of 
the Cortes against any concession of local 
self-government to Cuba is only a super- 
fluous addition to the long line of proofs 
of Spain’s unfitness to govern any colony, 
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Spain. sites

MR. W. ©. STEIGERS 
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RABBI s. R. SONNESCHEIN ORDERED TO 
STEP DOWN AND OUT. 


A Sensational Resolution Passed by the 
Shaare Emeth Board—The Pastor Con- 
sidered Too Unitarian—The Charges and 
Explanation. 

The morning papers gave a very full report 
of Dr. Sonneschien’s reply to the charges of 
Unitarianism, but they failed to make any 
mention whatever of the resolution passed by 
the Board after the rabbi finished his explana- 
tion. This resolution, which is the most rad- 
ioal step yet taken by Dr. Sonneschein's ene- 
mies, is the climax of the troubles that have 
been stirring up the Shaare Emeth congrega- 
tion and Hebrew circles in this city for some 
weeks. 

The charges of Unitarian leanings are the 
outgrowth of Dr. Sonneschein’s interviews 
with prominent Unitarians on the occasion of 
his visit to Boston several months ago. These 
Unitarians were addressed by St. Louis He- 


brews and ssked how far Dr. Sonneschein had 
committed himeelf to Unitarianism. 
THOSE WHO REPLIED 

were Rev. Minot J. Savage and Mr. Grindall 
Reynolds, Secretary of the American Unitarian 
Association. These letters were admitted by 
Dr. Sonneschein's statement last night to be 
true, and therefore take ona peculiar inter- 
est. Mr. Savage’s letter was as follows: 

My DEAR Srr—I gladly state the facts of m 
two.interviews with Dr. S. H. Sonneschein. 
have had some acquaintance with him for 
several years, and my impressions of him have 
always been of the pleasantest. As I under- 
stood it his position when here was this: He 
was doubtiul as to whether he would 
be able conscientiously to remain in his 

osition asa Jewish rabbi. That is, he 

eltit a question as to whether his people 
would so farindorse his views as to make it 
ossible for him todosoas an honest man.

question as to what he would do. He seemed 
to be in much the same position which I occu- 
pied when I was about to leave the orthodox 
charch In his conversations with me 
wished to find out the posi- 
and tendencies of Unitarianism, 
20 that if driven out of the syna- 
gogue he might know whether there would be 
any other field left him asa preacher. He was 
also considering the ne ag ity of leaving the 
ministry altogether, but felt that he did not 
wish to if he could help it, as both love 
and training were still that way. There was 
nothing in his words and manner that was not 
manly and straightforward. Whatever he 
tinally does I can only wish him all pros- 
perity.

A MOVING BENCH SHOW. 


The Funny Scene Witnessed in a Long Island 
City Police Station. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarox. 

New YORK, June %.—Sergt. Darcy of the 
Long Island City police was aroused from a 
reverie on Tuesday evening bya mediey of 
yelps and howls outside the door of the police 
headquarters. A moment latera queer, elder- 
ly old woman burst on his vision and he 
rubbed his eyes to make sure that what he 
saw was not the baseless fabric of a night- 
mare. The presence of Policemen Conroy and 
Dunn reassured the Sergeant. Following the 


queer little woman were thirteen dogs 
of several different sizes, muzzied and un- 
muzzied, attached to a stout cord, which 
she held her right hand, and 
on one arm she carried a watering-can 
and on her other arm two satchels.

PRESS BUSINESS. 


Unclaimed Packages and Their Disposal— 
Hinted Romances in Iascriptiens—Legend 
ef the Old Horse—Sales of Uncalled-For 
Goods, 


Every business has its traditions, legends, 
slang. It may have had its origin when the 
flood ebbed; it may have sprung into being 
Since the Mexican war—yet it has its guild 


language, ite mythology, ite signs and pass- 
words. 

Adams, the founder of express business, 
died only a year or two ago. His little pack-. 
@ge-carrying trade bas grown into what is now 
called a monopoly. It is also one of the 
necessities of modern business. It is as neces- 
sary as the telegraph. If express com- 
panies ceased to do business the loss would 
be nearly as great as the abolition of post 
facilities. They have grown and grown until 
for want of anything else to devour they have 
of late gone into the work of devouring each 
other.

OUT OF THE THOUSANDS 

of packages handled daily in every office of the 
express companies it is not strange that many 
should remain at the office of destination un- 
claimed. There are many reasons for this, the 
removal of persons addressed from the local - 
ity, death, lack of value in the packages as 
compared with express charges, insufficiency 
of addresses, etc. These packages then 
go into what might be called 
the dead package department. Once 
a year aliof this unclaimed matter in a district 
is collected at one office, anda clerk is assigned 
to its examination. He goes through each 
package, and if he finds it of sufficient value 
the shipper is notified for the second time, and 
given an opportunity to redeem the goods. 
After this examination a sale of these con- 
siguments is advertised. Each separate pack- 
age has been given a number and is sold 
to the highest bidder on the day of 
sale. No purchaser is allowed to inspect be- 
fore purchasing. He sees what is offered, a 
valise, a bundle, a box, and bids blindly. He 
may for $1 get a new suit of clothes that 
will furnish his oldest boy next winter, and he 
may pay $10 for a moth-eaten chestnut clipped 
from Puck. The bidder rests under the be- 
lief that the express agent doesn’t 
know any more about the  pack- 
ages offered him than the buyers do; but 
there he is mistaken. The examining clerk 
has thoroughly posted him, so that any un- 
——ů ＋ disclosures, such as skeletons, 

loody clothing, etc., argavoided. And, too, 
the really valuable goo sold privately. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE NAME. 

When the Adams Express was an infant in- 
stitution an oid horse was employed in the 
service whose feed for the year was purchased 
with money secured from the sale of unclaimed 
parcels the books all these parcels went 
to the credit of the horse, and now, in spite of 
the extension of the service, the old animal 
is remembered by the retention of the old 
designation of unclaimed packages. In the 
American, United States, Baitimore 4 Ohio and 
other express offices the packages are known 
as ‘‘On Hand,’’ but the initials are the same, 
and the employes call them Old Horse. 

The preliminary examination of the un- 
called for 1 — is now deing made 
at the principal offices of the Adams 
districts, and the dates of sales have been set 
in most of them. In districts where there are 
several cities of nearly equal size the location 
of the sale is changed every year, but where 
there is but one large city it is always the point 
to which Old Horse is sent. The proceeds of 
such sales do not go into the general revenue 
of the companies, but are applied to local 
offices or uipment improvements, in har- 
mony with the original diversion of the pro- 
ceeds toa feed fund. 

This is one of the traditions, customs and 
phrases peculiar to express business. It has 
vocabulary, ritual and romance only equaled 
by typography and the telegraph.

Mrs. Bowman on the Stand—Plaintiff’s Peti- 
ton Withdrawn—The Case Heard on the 

 ©ross-Bill—The Wife’s Evidence. 

The divorce case of Frank J. Bowman, the 
attorney, against his wife, Mary V. Bowman, 
Same up for trial to-day in Jadge Lubke’s 
Oourt. The petition of Bowman, filed some 
Weeks ago, containing a startling charge 
against Mrs. Bowman, created a sensation 
when the substance of it was pub- 
lished in the Posr-Disratom despite the 
efforts ot the plaintiff to prevent the news- 
papers from obtaining any information on the 
subject.

TO THIS PETITION 
Mrs. Mary V. Bowman filed the following an- 
ewer and cross bill: 

And now comes the defendant and for answer 
to the petition of plaintiff admits that she was 
married to the plaintiff and that she is now his 
wife, but she denies each and all of the other 
allegations of said petition. And for cause of 
action ainst the plaintiff, and by way of 
cross-bill in this cause, the defendant says that 
she and the plaintiff were lawfully married on 
the 25th of June, 1867. From that time to this 
she has at all times faithfully discharged her 
duties as the wife of the plaintiff, and as 
such has propecty demeaned herself. That

Therefore we call upon all good citizens to 
renounce allegiance to the party allies of that 
traffic and unite with us for the extirpation of 
this odious cause of crime, disorder, social 
disintegration and abounding nfisery.’’

THE LAKE SHORE STRIKE. 


No Change in the Situation To-Day—Pres- 
ident Newell’s Card. 


Cuicaco, June &.—The situation in the 
yards of the Lake Shore Railroad, in this city, 
remains unchanged, The regular passenger 
trains are moving as usual, but an effectual 
blockade of freight trale has occurred. No 
freight trains have been moved and up tos 
o’clock no attemptofany charactor had beea 
made to makeup anytrains. The incoming 
freight trains have all been stopped at Engle- 
wood, and at other stations outside the cfty 
and judging from the former experience of the 
railroad company, unless the State affords 
brotection, the company will be powerless 
against the strikers. The towu of Lake, within 
the precincts of which the strike is confined, 
has a very small police force, unable to cope 


with the crowd of strikers and their adberents, 
The Sheriff of the county, during the former 
strike, made no serious effort to disperse the 
crowd, and in his published interview to-day 
condemns the railroad company, and deciares 
that it has not lived up to its agreement, inati- 
mating that it offered to discharge the non- 
Union men. On what basis he has made this 
assertion has not yet been explained. His at- 
titude, however, en in connection with the 
experience in the former strike, has occa- 
sioned surprise and subjected him to comment. 
A few of the town of Lake police are at Forty- 
third street this morning where a large crowd 
had already gathered at 8a. m. 
A STOCK JOBBING 8CHEMBE.

A FAMOUS FOOT-RACER. 


FRED-STONE, THE SPRINTER, Lor RS WITH 
ALADY OF PIERRE, DAK. 


A History of His Life and Adventures—Some 
Startling Revelations in the Mullane Case 
Promised — Four Famous Oarsmen—Base 
Ball News and Cycle Chat. 


Prerre, Dak., June 24.—This town was wildly 
excited to-day by an announcement that F. 
W. stone, the celebrated foot racer, had 
eloped with Miss Carrie MoGibbons, a beauti - 
ful young lady whose parents are wealthy. 
Her father was greatly distressed, and at once 
put officers on the track of the runaway cou- 
ple, who will probably be captured before 
midnight and brought back here. Stone’s 
parents reside in New York and are said to be 
very wealthy. Stone came here some weeks 
ago and joined the celebrated George W. Har- 
ris hose team, which is composed of fast run- 
ners, and which it is expected will win the 
State tourney for hose teams. 

STONDE’S CAREER. 

New Tonk, June %.—Probably no American 
foot racer is so well and so widely known as 
Fred Stone. He has run races in every State 
in the United States and nearly every city and 
town in the Western States, as well as af Shef- 
field and Liverpool in England and in Sydney 
and Melbourne in Australia. In any part of 
the globe where athletio sports are admired 
Fred Stone is known either personally or by 
reputation, Handsome and accomplished, he 
is the very man to instill confidence in a 
confiding maiden or a would-be backer 
of foot races. Of all professional foot 
racers Fred Stone has had the most 


exciting and varied career. He had taken 
chances to win or to throw races in the West 
when it was really wild, that were foolhardy 
in their daring, and he had never been known 
to flinch in time of danger. Time and again he 
had been shot at by disappointed betters end 
several times he was wounded, but be invari- 
ably escaped dangerous injuries. Like Ed 
Moulton, the father of foot races, Stone 
was called ‘‘old’’ by those who knew him 
best. Old Fred“ or Old Stoney’’ were the 
names he was best known by. He is about 38 
years old, 6 feet 1% inches tall and of blonde 
complexion. Straight as an arrow, supple as 
a cat, handsome and youthful-looking, 
he seems less than 380 years old. 
In addition to his good looks he is well edu- 
cated,afine conversationalist and a story- 
teller, who would delight and interest his 
hearers by the hour. He has been a professional 
foot-racer for nearly twenty years, In 1870 he 
visited Australia, and on September 21, 1871,he 
ran the last half of the distance with F. 
Hewett, when the latter ran a half mile in 1 
min. 58sec. This has never been approached. 
It was while in Australia that Stone won the 
Melbourne cup, and of the cup and its diposi- 
tion Stone tells the following: ‘‘I won the cup, 
by jingo! and then started on my return to the 
States. I had the trophy in my trunk and was 
happy at the thought of the joy I would 
cause my folks by exhibiting it to them. 
But off the coast of California the ship got 
wrecked and the cup was lostin the wreck.’’ 
King Hedley, the ex champion runner of Cali- 
fornia, and now prominentin dramatic circles, 
bas, it is asserted, seen the cup which Fred 
lost at sea in the window of a Melbourne pawn 
shop. 

In Stone’s career in the West he passed 
through many scenes more thrilling than those 
which cow boys are accused of witnessing. 
He was at Leadville when Kettleman and 
Campbell ran, and when John Cosear, the 
referee, was killed foran unsatisfactory de- 
cision. Stone had oftentimes been fred upon 
and several times injured. Once he 
ran in South western Colorado, near 
the Mexican Mountains. The gathering 
was one of the roughest that ever was known. 
From Denver, Durango, Gunnison, Salida, 
Pueblo, and Vegas were delegations of 
gamblers and bad men. They lined the path 

Nearly all 
had been against Stone and on Archie Mo- 
Comb. They held revolvers in their hands 
and threatened to kill Stone if he won, but in 
spite of their threats he ran through and won, 
He did not stop when be breasted the tape, 
but ran on to the end of the track and, jump- 
ing into a wagon, was driven to a place of 
safety. 


THE MULLANE CASE. 


Some Interesting Developments Promised— 
Detective Charles W. Page Visits St. Louis.
